B ut the pain is ob­ 
served, too, when the stom ach is 
empty, Sam e t an es it is called “hun- 
g ’r pain." 
On the contrary, the taking of 
food may tem porarily relieve the 
pain. T his grateful let up in suf­ 
fering doss not last but is followed 
by severe pain. 
The m arked discom fort is usually 
reb ted by vom iting. The taking of 
an alkali like baking soda, may help 
a lot. Because of this m any persons 
having gar trio ulcers seek relief bi 
the frequent taking of alkalies, like 
bicarbonate cf soda. 
The lr atm en t 
m ay 
be 
either 
medical or surgical. The medical 
treatm ent consists first ,of placing 
Hi? path nt on an extrem ely mild 
die*. In some instances, it is recom­ 
m ended th a t th e p a tien t live en tire­ 
ly upon milk. 
Solid food, particularly m eat, is 
not advised. T h e light diet is m ain­ 
tained in order th a t the stom ach 
may have less to do and thus give 
the ulcer a chance to heal. In addi­ 
tion of course, th o necessary m edi­ 
cine is given, 
U nfcrturm tely. n ot all cases of 
gastric ulcer can be cured m edic­ 
ally. They m ay require surgery. 
Tile operative procedure iii this 
dis ase has changed greatly in the 
past decade. No longer need the 
operation 
faced w ith fear 
and 
apprehension.
